(Gem Uncirculated) - The perfect uncirculated 
item, clean, bright, vivid, crisp (where paper permits), well-mar- 


gined, unimprovable, without folds. 


CHOICE UNC. (Choice Uncirculated) - A lovely uncirculated 
item, having only a hint of aging or unevenness of the margins, 
face or back, or narrow margins which take it out of the “Gem” 


class. 


UNC. (Uncirculated) - As made or issued, but margins may be 
poor, the item lightly aged, with border trimming. 


CHOICE AU (Choice Almost Uncirculated) - Essentially a mis- 
handled uncirculated item with deficiencies like a corner fold, 


teller counting smudge or count wrinkling. 


AU (Almost Uncirculated) - There is one fold, a teller counting 


smudge or counting wrinkling present. 


EF (Extremely Fine) - An item which may, at first glance, look 
uncirculated, but which has several petty folds, or a hard crease 
down the center perhaps with corner folds. Crisp, bright, vivid 


and pleasing, the paper as made, permitting. 


VE (Very Fine) - Typically an item marked by moderate 
quarterfolds with perhaps a few other signs of handling. Should 


be clean, not seriously aged, torn, or pinholed. 


FE (Fine) - The last grade of an item in which the paper still has 
body. The folds are numerous and the design is beginning to show 


signs of soiling wear. 


VG (Very Good) - A well-circulated item, complete, unimpaired 
except for petty tears and splits, pin holes, some surface splitting 


along heavy folds and soiling. 


GOOD - An even more heavily circulated item with body holes, 
petty tears and splits, very soiled and tired, scarcely legible. 


FAIR - Heavily worn, split, holed, up to 10% gone, legibility seri- 


ously impaired. 


POOR - A mere remnant, tattered and torn, scarcely readable 


with typically more than 10% of its surface area gone.

Frederick F. Angus 
was born on 
September 18, 
1935 in Montreal. 
He was the great 
grandson of 
Richard B. Angus, 
one of the original 
members of the 
syndicate which 
founded and built 
the Canadian 
Pacific Railway in 
1881. Fred tad transportation on his mother’s side 
of the family as well, his great maternal grandfather 


was Jacob V. Troop, owner of the Troop shipping line 
of St. John, New Brunswick. At one time near the 
turn of the nineteenth century, the “Troop Line” had 
the largest fleet of wooden sailing ships in Canada. 


Fred was an avid collector following the pattern set 
by his forefathers, at the time of his passing he had 
become the recipient of numerous collections and 
artifacts from the Victorian era that had been hand- 
ed down to him and to which he added generously. 


Fred was acknowledged as an amazing historical 
resource, in a league of his own with his photograph- 
ic memory and quiet demeanour. Fred’s knowledge 
was not only of the historical basics, but all the 
minutiae that add texture and anecdotal depth to the 
retelling of history. His main lifelong interest was the 
history of railways and especially street railways. He 
wrote and contributed to several books and was 
Editor of Canadian Rail Magazine for 26 years. 


Fred’s interests went well beyond the railways, he was 
a serious collector of anything and almost everything 
Victorian; this included a wide variety of railroad

related items, plus telephones, typewriters, license 
plates, books, cameras, gramophones, radios, records, 
movies, clocks, watches, etc. etc. 


In the early 1940’s his grandmother took him to the 
bank in New Brunswick, gave him a quarter and 
taught him how to open a bank account, so started 
his interest in numismatics. He still had that very 
quarter to the end having substituted one of his own 
for the deposit, he had kept the gift as a treasured 
souvenir. Fred went on to collect and inform himself 
about coins and currency, which he collected early, 
long before the value of numismatics soared. 


He had a close friend in South Carolina and it was 
his visits there that twigged him onto the history of 
the American Civil War and Confederate currency. 
During his travels he would attend numismatic 
shows, sales, visit coin and currency shops and even 
did some purchasing on eBay. Over his lifetime he 
gathered a significant collection of currency, oddly 
enough his American collection was more significant 
than his Canadian collection. 


In the spring of 2005 Fred was diagnosed with 
Colorectal cancer, he had two bonus years thanks to 
chemotherapy. During this time he lived life to the 
fullest and travelled as much as he could. On more 
than one occasion he would recall some of the more 
important notes in his possession rhyming off the 
serial numbers by heart! He was also aware of some 
missing notes needed to complete a series which he 
considered as unaffordable by today’s standards. 


Fred never married and is survived by five first 
cousins, we hope that whoever acquires a piece of his 


collection appreciates it as much as he did.

The buyer was Dillon, Read & Company, and the 
price was $146 million dollars, the largest cash transaction in 
the history of industrial finance up to that point. The impor- 
tance of this example cannot be exaggerated. 


David Dunbar Buick (1854-1929) was a Scottish-Ameri- 
can who began his business career by developing a process to 
affix porcelain to bath tubs. His interest in automobiles re- 
sulted in the organization of the Buick Manufacturing Com- 
pany in 1902, which was later merged into General Motors.

If one automobile manufacturer could be singled out as the 
most glorious of all, it would have to be the Duesenberg. The 
car was legendary, and literally became a metaphor for great- 
ness. “It’s a Duesy” was a popular catch phrase synonymous 
with status, and the cars were extremely popular with movie 
stars, robber barons, gangsters and politicians. One of the 
most eagerly collected automobile stocks.

Henry Ford (1863-1947) was one of America’s greatest automobile manufacturers. He started with very little in the way of resources, but 
managed to succeed in an industry where most of his peers were forced to give up control of their pioneering automotive enterprises to 
outside stock holders. In 1903, when Ford Motor Company of Michigan was founded, Henry Ford found himself in exactly that position. 
John Gray and ten other local businessmen and women initially controlled the company, with Gray as president. Because they wanted to 
manufacture and sell their cars on both sides of the U.S. and the Canadian border, a parallel company was set up in Canada and named 
the Ford Motor Company of Canada, Limited. It was almost as highly capitalized as the American company. In the early 1900s, the auto- 
mobile was at a very formative stage. Electric vehicles predominated in the cities, and if their batteries could only be improved, electrics 
would be the wave of the future. Thomas Edison went to work on that problem, while Ford took the opposite track. Ford, along with oth- 
ers, improved the gasoline powered automobiles and made them more practical. As Ford became more and more successful, he was able 
to gain control of his own companies, and by 1906 he was president of both Ford Motor Company of Michigan and Ford Motor Company 
of Canada. He quickly adopted a strategy that would lead to one of the greatest manufacturing successes of all time: the Model T. While 
other automotive pioneers wanted to offer highly diversified product lines and sell more expensive cars, Henry Ford strove to develop a 
single model that could be manufactured efficiently and sold at a price that everyone could afford. Ford’s theory worked brilliantly. There 
are only 16 known Ford Motor Company of Canada, Limited certificates signed by Ford. To the best of our knowledge, there are no early | 
Ford Motor Company of Michigan certificates available outside of the Henry Ford Museum Collection. This is the ultimate stock certifi- 

cate for any advanced collection of the shares of the companies of great American capitalists issued to and signed by their founders. |

John North Willys (1874-1935) was a pioneer American auto- 
mobile manufacturer who purchased the near-bankrupt Over- 
land Automobile Company in 1907 and from it organized the 
Willys-Overland Automobile Company. The new company's 
sales increased from about 50 automobiles the first year to 
more than 300,000 about 20 years later. From 1912-1916 the 
Willys-Overland Company was second only to Ford in total 
cars produced.

They 
produced such automobiles as the Overland, Willys, 
Willys-Knight, Whippet, Willys-Overland and, in the late

While Thomas Edison was not considered a profound scien- 
tific genius, he had a tremendous talent for applying scientific 
principles to practical applications. In 1876, while experi- 
menting with a needle attached to a telephone receiver, Edi- 
son discovered a method that reproduced sounds on a wax 
cylinder, and the recording industry was born. Edison's inven- 
tion relied on mechanical amplification, but by the 1920s his 
competitors were manufacturing electrically amplified, higher 
fidelity phonographs. Edison was hard of hearing and could 
not appreciate the difference in sound quality. He refused to 
allow his sons to waste time and money to develop an im- 
proved electrically amplified phonograph, a decision that 
would have dire consequences for the Edison Phonograph 
Works.

By 1899 he had erected a wireless station at La Spezia, and formed the Marconi Wire- 
less Telegraph Company in London. By 1898 he could send messages from England to France and in 1901 he successfully transmitted across 
the Atlantic. The Marconi Telegraph Company played a major role in the development of radio, television and electronics. In 1909 Mar- 
coni won the Nobel Prize for Physics. Certificates signed by Marconi are excessively rare. A similar example realized $11,000 in sale 205.

Henry Phipps was the son of emigrants from England. In 1845 
the family moved to Allegheny City, Pennsylvania, across the 
river from Pittsburgh, where they lived next door to the 
Carnegie family. Carnegie’s mother, to help her hard pressed 
family make ends meet, worked in the elder Phipp’s shoemak- 
ing and saddlery shop. Henry Phipps was educated in the pub- 
lic schools and by his mother, and at thirteen worked in a 
jewelry store, also laboring for a time with a news and mer- 
chandise dealer. At seventeen Phipps obtained a position with 
Dilworth-Bidwell, dealers in iron and spikes and the Pittsburgh 
agents for the DuPont Powder Works. He was first an office boy 
and clerk; later he advanced to bookkeeper, a position he held 
until 1861. Phipps’ boyhood friend, Andrew Carnegie, had se- 
cretly gotten involved in the Union Iron Mills with Andrew and 
Anthony Kloman. Carnegie’s associate, Thomas Miller, ad- 
vanced Phipps $800, with which he could become a partner 
with the Klomans. Phipps did the company’s books in the 
evening while continuing to work for Dilworth-Bidwell during 
the day. When the three partners began wrangling in1863, 
Carnegie was brought in as mediator. The agreement Carnegie 
negotiated reallocated interests so that Kloman held one-half, 
Phipps one-third, and Miller one-ninth. Phipps and Kloman 
later forced Miller out of the firm. Two years later Union Mills 
was merged with Carnegie’s Cyclops Iron Works. The new con- 
cern was controlled by Carnegie, with Phipps as his trusted 
lieutenant. From that point until 1901 Phipps would remain 
Carnegie’s most trusted “right-hand man,” and during the early 
years was thought of as somewhat of a financial wizard. It was 
said of him by some associates in Pittsburgh, “What we used 
to admire in young Phipps was the skillful way in which he 
could keep a check in the air for two or three days”. Although 
Phipps did not share Carnegie’s enthusiasm for steel making, 
he loyally went along with plans to erect the massive Edgar 
Thompson Works in 1872-73. Phipps and Tom Carnegie had 
observed a Bessemer converter in operation at Johnstown, 
Pennsylvania, and they helped in the conversion of Carnegie’s 
mills to steel making, with Phipps holding a significant inter- 
est in the new company. When Tom Carnegie died in 1881, 
Phipps was appointed his successor as chairman of the com- 
pany. He was not, however, an effective organizer or executive. 
Therefore, Carnegie began searching for a replacement. In 
1889 Henry Clay Frick was named to replace him. Phipps con- 
tinued as a partner and trusted associate of Carnegie.

Financial calamity 
in Great Britain was referred to as the South sea Bubble, in France the Mississippi Bubble and in the Netherlands the Windhandel or trad- 
ing in a wind. Book contains 44 plates consisting of 50 engravings. Most engraving are quite large including some fold out engravings. The 
largest sheet is 20” x 16”. The plates begin and their accompanying text begin with a portrait of John Law and follow the course of invest- 
ment and speculation in ludicous and sometimes obscene images.There are engravings of men trading worthless notes and other illus- 
trations mocking the methods and hopes of the speculators. The book is divided into six parts detailing the various Bubble companies; 
satirical and didactic plays; various poems; descriptions of playing cards ridiculing the speculators; a series of letters denouncing the 
wind trade and of course the engravings. The speculations of the 18th century reveal types of economic behavior that were not often yet 
understood. Speculating was condemned in moral terms and investment was simply considered gambling. This book provides a superb 
insight for those investing or concerned with financial history.

After the Revolution, there was an economic depression throughout New England. Small property holders who could not pay their taxes 
faced imprisonment. Town meetings talked of tax relief, and the issuance of paper money, but these issues were opposed by the legisla- 
tors. Daniel Shay emerged as the leader of a localized rebellion which tried to close the courts in order to prevent action against debtors. 
Neither the Federal government, nor the state, would supply money for the militia to put the rebellion down, but some $20,000 was bor- 
rowed from “private sources”, probably through a subscription campaign. On January 25, 1787, Shay and his supporters attacked a Con- 
federation arsenal in Springfield, but they were repulsed by General Lincoln. Shay escaped to Vermont, and was eventually pardoned.

In an effort to bypass certain governmental pressures con- 
cerning the alleged monopolistic powers of the Standard Oil 
Company, Standard Oil Trust was conceived and controlled by 
nine trustees. As general statutes at the time limited owner- 
ship in other firms in other states, Rockefeller and Flagler de- 
vised a plan to take care of these legalities. Acquisitions and 
ventures were channeled through trustees, whose affiliation 
and loyalty to Rockefeller and Standard Oil were not readily 
obvious. This new arrangement enabled Rockefeller to form 
alliances and set up new concerns in other states while re- 
taining complete control of all the various interests. It brought 
new meaning to the word “Trust”,and made Rockefeller and 
Flagler the most powerful individuals in the industry and the 
richest men in the world.

John D. Rockefeller (1839-1937) was the dominant figure in 
the oil industry until his retirement in 1911. He started his 
business career as a bookkeeper and by age 19 was a partner 
in a produce business. He began operating a small refinery 
with his partners, and he quickly became alerted to the grow- 
ing investment possibilities in what was then a fairly new in- 
dustry. In 1870, he organized the Standard Oil Company of 
Ohio and proceeded to achieve control over 90% of the oil re- 
fineries in the country. Rockefeller had little interest in dis- 
covering oil; he left that to the wildcatters and other 
speculators. He concentrated on the transportation, distribu- 
tion and sale of petroleum products, building a fortune esti- 
mated at over a billion dollars. 


Jabez A. Bostwick founded his own oil refining company in 
the mid 1880's, and was intrigued by Rockefeller’s plan to unite 
oil-carrying railroads when it was presented to him in 1871. 
Rockefeller had the idea to create an association called the 
South Improvement Company (SIC), which would stop de- 
structive price-cutting and restore freight charges to a prof- 
itable level for all concerned. Bostwick & Company was one of 
the first refineries to buy into the proposition. Bostwick’s as- 
sociation with Standard Oil was important because of his ex- 
perience in overseas marketing. This was an area where 
Standard Oil was weak, and Bostwick started to concentrate 
principally on buying refined oil from Cleveland and other do- 
mestic refineries and selling it abroad. Bostwick quickly be- 
came the largest export marketing company. Bostwick & Co. 
was eventually bought out, but continued doing business for 
Standard Oil as the chief buyer and shipper of crude oil. Bost- 
wick became concerned about the need for a pipeline, and he 
later carried out Rockefeller’s commission to build and extend 
domestic pipelines into a tremendous network. This was per- 
haps Bostwick’s greatest achievement for the company, and it 
is the reason he is remembered today.

The 
monument honors General Count Casimir Pulaski for his loy- 
alty to the cause of liberty during the American Revolutionary 
War.

Monterey Square is also home to the first synagogue in the 
South and the only Gothic-style temple in America in 1878 - 
Temple Mickve Israel.
